Father Lubeley Struck Down 
by Farmer as He Stood in 
Church Doorway After 
Morning Service. 


| ASSAILANT OLD FRIEND. 


Priest Meddled, Says Schuette, 
Who Inflicted Wounds; Vic- 
tim Rushed to St. Louis 
Hospital. 


Salisbury, Mo., May 24.—[Spectal.j—The 
Rev. Father Joseph F. Lubeley, pastor of St. 
Joseph's church, was today attacked with a 
knife and stabbed twice by a wealthy parish- 
loner as he stood in the church doorway 
greeting his congregation at the close of 
moming service. 

Father Lubeley was stabbed in the right 
temple and in the right side of the neck, the

in his affairs. During the service he was ob- 
served sitting apart from his family in the 
rear of the church, apparently in a frenzied 
condition of mind. 


Priest Absolves Assailant, 

“He did not know what he was doing,” 
declared the wounded priest, and I hope 
his sanity ia inquired into before any effort 
is made to punish him.“ 

Father Lubeley fell at the second blow and 
Schuette then turned his knife on Mrs. Bar- 
bara Ginter and John Gates, who had rushed 
to the aid of the priest. Mre. Ginter was cut 
in the hand, while Gates received two wounds 
—one in the hand and another in the elbow. 

The clergyman was stab from behind 
just after he had left the Altar and was 
standing in the church door, in full view of 
about 400 worshipers, with one of whom, a 
woman, he was shaking hands. Schwette 
rushed upon him before any one divined his 


purpose, and it was not untfl the horrified 


parishioners saw their pastor reel and fall 
that they realized what was transpiring. 


Frenzied Man Su 
A dozen men grappled with Schuette after 
he had attacked Mrs. Ginter and Gates and 
he wae quickly subdued. He struggled des- 
perately, shouting and snarling, and refused 
to be quieted even when his wife and five 
children, who had accompanied him to masse, 


was placed on the Wabash eee 4 taken 
to St. Mary's infirmary, St. Louis. He was 
accompanied by Dr. Baker and Mise Tillie 
Lubeley, his cousin and housekeeper. “ 

On the parlor car of the fast train were 
Bishop Thomas Bonicum of Lincoln, Neb., 
and two nuns, the mother general of the 
Order of St. Joseph and her assistant, both 
bound for their headquarters in Carondelet. 
The prelate and nuns aided the physician and 
Miss Lubeley in caring for the wounded cler- 
gyman. 

Father Lubeley exhibited the greatest for- 
titude during the five hours’ ride to St. Louis. 

Jil be all right unless the knife was in- 
fected, said the suffering priest, a smile 
lighting up his face as he lay stretched out on 
@ sofa in the parlor car. I cannot imagine 
why-Schuette attacked me. We were the 
best of friends, and I never did anything con- 
sciously or unconsciously to incur his en- 
mity. He must have lost his reason.” 


Just Missed Jugular Vein. 

Except for a few moments following the at- 
tack, Father Lubeley’s mind was clear re- 
garding the attack. 

He attacked me from behind my back,” 
he said, “and I had no chance to defend 
myself. Fortunately the first thrust of the 
knife grazed my temple. It would have 
killed me had it struck me direct. The doc- 


jugular vein by a narrow margin.“ 

Schuette quarreled yesterday with John 
Legendre, former sergeant at arms of the 
Missouri house of representatives and resi- 
dent of Salisbury, and threatened him with 
his knife because of an old trouble that arose 
between them last fall about a fence gap. 

It was said that Father Lubeley publicly 
reprimanded Schuette for his encounter yes- 
terday, but thie the priest denies. 


Accuses Priest of Meddling. 

Schuette’s ree made tonight, is as 
follows: 

Father Lubeley and the other persons 
who intérfered in my affairs did so at their 
own risk. Yesterday the priest meddled 
when he had no business to do so. It was my 
intention to give bim a thrashing then, but 
I was prevented from doing so. The more I 
thought of it the more angry I got, and I 
determined to go to the church and give him 
his deserts today. I don’t see why a priest 
has any more right than anybody else to 
meddle with other people's affairs. 

“Iam sorry for the women that got hurt. 
I did not intend to hurt any person except 
Father Lubeley, but they all pitched in on 
me when I went after the priest. This thing 
is not over with yet.“ 

Schuette has been one of the most liberal 
supporters of St. Joseph's church, and one of 
his daughters was an intimate friend of 
Father Lubeley's cousin, who made her home 
with him. 

Is Accomplished Linguist. 

Father Lubeley was born in St. Louis, 
where his mother, Mrs. Elizabeth Lubeley, 
resides with anothér gon, Edward. Another 
brother, George, is cashier of & suburban 
bank. 

Father Lubeley was educated in the pa- 
rochlal schools of St. Louis and later in 
Italy and Austria. He is an accomplished 
linguist, speaking five languages, and is also 
talented as a musician. For five years after 
his ordination by the late Archbishop Kain 
he was attached to St. Henry’s church in St. 
Louls and an assistant at St. Liberius’ 
church. From St. Louis Father Lubeley was 
transferred to Troy. Mo., where he was pas- 
tor of the Catholic church there for several 
years. He came to Salisbury five years 

The little town of Salisbury, boasting a 
‘population of 2,500, is sorrowstricken after 
the attack on the priest. Prectically the en- 
tire congregation followed him to the train. 

Father Lubeley is 33 years old and of 
powerful build, His assailant is about 45

MYSTERY IN GIRL'S DEATH. 


Left Farewell Verses; Neither 
as Acquainted with the Other. 


A young woman artist and poet and a man 
who had a reputation as a writer of verses 
committed suicide yesterday. The girl was 
Miss Florence Ferrin, whose body was found 
in Zion City, where she had lived. 

The man was Dr. Howard N. Lancaster, a 
Chicago dentist who lived at 1462 Perry 
avenue. He ended his life with a pistol. 

The body of the girl, who was only 20 years 
old, was found at 5 o'clock in the morning 
lying face downwards in a shallow pool of 
water at Twenty-ninth street, on the bor- 
der of Zion City. The water was barely 
deep enough to cover her and those who en- 
tertain the idea that the girl committed sul 
cide by drowning say that, if she did, she 
must have held her head under water until 
she drowned. 


Girl Drowned Is Verdict. 

Coroner Taylor of Lake county held an in- 
quest and a verdict of death by drowning 
was returned, The coroner said he did not 
think a post-mortem necessary. 

The girl had been living at home in Zion 
City for several years. Her father is Bell 
Ferrin of that place. Berney Ferrin, a sister 
of Florence, is the Zion City girl who went 
to New York to intercede with Gov. Hughes 
on behalf of Chester Gillette, the murderer 
of Grace Brown. 

About 8 o’clock Saturday night the girl 
went to her room. At midnight relatives 
were astonished to find her missing. A bot- 
tle of wood alcohol, kept for household pur- 
poses, also was gone. The smell of the alco- 
hol permeated the house, but the bottle could 
not be found. 

The Zion City police were called and the 
search which resulted in the finding of the 
body was instituted. No trace could be 
found of the bottle. 


Makes Home Coming a Tragedy. 
Excusing himself from a party of friends 
who had gathered at a dinner in honor of his 
return from a southern trip, Dr. Lancaster, 
the poet dentist, went to his room in his house 
in Perry street and shot himself in the left 
temple, dying almost immediately: The 

body will be cremated. 
Dr. Lancaster made hie home with his 
mother and sisters and had an office in the 
Masonic temple, where gathered many of the 
local literary celebrities, ag the doctor was a 
poet of some ability. With his professional 
duties and his literary work, the burden 


proved too great, and a year ago Dr. Lan- 


daster's health failed perceptibly, and a 
month ago he went to the mountains of Ala- 
bama to recuperate. 
He returned home Saturday morning, 
showing little improvement after his stay 
in the south, but his family prepared a wel- 


come for him by inviting a number of friends | 


to a dinner party yesterday afternoon. On 
Saturday, Dr. Lancaster went to his room 


and spent the 17 . in writing a poem, Which 


his family say, is full of feeling,’’ but re- 
fuse to make it public. 


Was Moross at Dinner. 

Dr. Lancaster did not regain his usual good 
epirits, but his family are hopeful the dinner 
in the afternoon would change the tide of his 
thoughts. Throughout the dinner, however, 
until he lett the table to go to his room, he 
Was morose and his thoughts seemed far 
away. 

Dr. Lancaster was a past chancellor of the 
Knights of Pythias and a member of several 
€ental societies. He was born in Chicago 
and spent his early childhood in wig 
returning to Chicago with the family when

7 DIE, 5,000 HOMELESS 
IN FLOOD AT FORT WORTH. 


Rise in Trinity River Causes Great Dam- 
age to Stock and Property—Oklahoma 
Also Suffers. 


Forth Worth, Tex., May 24.—Seven persons 
are known to be dead, 5,000 are homeless, a 
dozen or more are reported to have been 
killed in Fort Worth and North Fort Worth 
as a result of the greatest rise in the history 
of the Trinity river, which, beginning at 7:30 
Saturday evening. reached a climax at 5 
o'clock this afternoon. Five of the deaths 
occurred today and two last night.

lan t it a great thing to have such a man 
ae Christ as labor’s champion? Other men 
have been put forward as representatives of 
labor, but those who needed their message 
most of all paid no attention to them. Here 
is a man to whom everybody will listen. 
‘He ia today sending forth a challenge to 
workingmen, daring them to accept him as 
their leader. If they do they are sure to 
win, for Christ is sure to win and what he 
says to workingmen he is saying to the em- 
ployers of workingmen. He is challenging 
them to introduce his principles into their 
business life and into their dealings with 
their employés.” 

First to Recognize Labor. 

Mr. Lennon said: 

The Presbyterian church, represented in 
the conference now being held in Kansas 
City, is the first church organization that has 
officially recognized the pressing and ever- 
growing importance of the labor movement 
by establishing a department to bring about a 
better understanding between the organized 
church and organized labor.“ 


Tremendous Force in Society. 


Mr. Lennon, after reciting the progress of. 


the trade union movement, continued in 
part as follows: 7 

We have no apologies to offer to any one 
for being trade unionists. The trade union 
is now, and has been, such a tremendous 
force in human society that it must be ad- 
mitted by any fair minded man that if the 
race is making progress the trade union 
must be, and is a powerful factor in bringing 
about that progress.“ 

Mr. Lennon declared that strikes and boy- 
cotts were sanctioned only as a last resort, 
and said: . 

Where violence is used it is because the 
principles of trade unionism have been de- 
parted from by individual trade unioniets.”’

Fashionable Philadelphia Suburb 
Scene of Fatal Collision. 


TWO BODIES UNIDENTIFIED. 


Similar Accident in San Francisco 
Kills One, [Injures Twenty. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 24.—Three persons 
were instantly killed, five were so badly in- 
jured that there is no hope for their recovery, 
and forty-five were seriously hurt in a col- 
lision between crowded trolley cars in Ger- 
mantown avenue, near Chestnut Hill, a fash- 
ionabie suburb, tonight. 

The only *body thus far identified is that 
of Mre. George D. Wagner, aged 65 years, 
of Cornwell, Pa. The bodies of an unidenti- 
fied woman about 60 years of age and an uni- 
dentified man about 48 years old are in a hos- 
pital near the scene of the accident. 


2 Hurt by Wooden Leg. 


Among those who were seriously injured 
were George Wagner, whose wife was killed; 
and Alexander McKay, aged 45 years, who 
has a wooden leg. The artificial member was 
jammed into his body and he cannot live, it is 
said. 

Forty-five persons were taken to the Chest- 
nut Hill and Germantown hospitals and 
many were taken away in automobiles by the 
wealthy residents of the exclusive Chestnut 
Hill @istrict. They were treated by private 
physicians and details as to their injuries 
cannot be obtained. 

The accident was caused by a car running 
north jumping a track while going down a 
jateep grade not far from Chestnut Hill. The 
car swung across the southbound track and 
was struck by a car on that track. 


Frisco Collision Kills One. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 24.—Two crowded 
trolley cars collided at Devisadero and Sacra- 
mento streets, at the foot ef a steep hill, 
shortly after noon, killing Henry Baer, a 
traveling salesman, and injuring twenty 
other passengers, one fatally and several 
seriously. The injured were taken to a 
hospital. All excepting one, a child, will 
recover. The car on Devisadero street got 
beyond control of the motorman and dashed 
down the hill with terrific speed, striking the 
Sacramento street car. 


HUSBAND CONFESSES TO

Throngs. of Angry Newark Citizens 
Threaten Violence to Captured 
Strangler. 


Newark, O., May 24.—Ernst Terwilger, Self- 
confessed wife murderer, is tonight lodged 
in the city prison and a special guard of police 
reserves is on duty to prevent possible vio- 
lence at the hands of infuriated citizens. 

Terwilger was arrested this morning fol- 
lowing the discovery of the body of his wife, 
who had been strangled to death in her room. 
This afternoon he admitted the crime.

Made by King Edward. 


BIG NAVAL EVENT AT DOVER. 


Union Jack and Tricolor to Mingle 
in Royal Fete. 


LONDON, May 24.—President Fallieres 
will arrive in London tomorrow to return the 
visits King Edward d other members of 
the British royal family have paid to the 
head of the French republic in Paris. 

The honors to he paid the president cannot 
equa! those bestowed upon the German em- 
peror during his visit last year, as the presi- 
dent's stay will be short, but what is lacking 
in great entertainments will be made up 
in the enthusiasm of the public welcome. 

M. Fallieres will cross the channel in the 
French cruiser Leon Gambetta, accompanied 
by a fleet of destroyers, and will land at 
Dover. There will be a great naval display 
in his honor by a fleet of fifty-three war- 
ships, under the command of Lord Charles 
Beresford. 


To Be Welcomed by Prince. 


The destroyers will accompany the French 
cruiser to Dover dock, where the president, 
on landing, will be welcomed by Prince 
Arthur of Connaught and other notables on 
behalf of the king. 

The trip to London will be made in a royal 
car. At Victoria station King Edward, the 
prince of Wales, and representatives of the 
government will de on hand to greet M. 
Fallieres, and from that moment a four 
days’ round of entertainment will commence, 

On Tuesday the president and king will 
visit the Franco-British exhibition. On 
Wednesday the busiest day of the visit will 
commence with a reception to the diplomatic 
corps at St. James palace, followed by a 
visit to the city and luncheon at the Guild 
hall 

Gala Night at Covent Garden. 


In the evening a gala performance will be 
given at Covent garden, at which the king 
and queen and President Fallieres will be 
present.

Bion J. Arnet points Ont New 
York’s Mistakes in Build- 
ing an Unsafe Subway. 


WARNING TO THIS CITY. 


Local Engineer Shows How More 
Profitable Bore Can Be Con- 
structed Here. 


According to Bion J. Arnold, New York has 
failed to get the kind of a subway it expected, 
when it invested $75,000,000 in the enterprise. 
It is uncomfortable, lacks safety, does not 
allow sufficient speed, and, above all other 
things, never can be made to pay in its pres- 
ent condition. It simply cannot carry people 
enough to produce the needed revenue. 

The local application made by Mr. Arnold 
$s a warning to Chicago not to fall into New 
York's errors. This city must profit dy 
the eastern city’s mistakes and have a sub- 
way which not only will fill the requirements 
of comfort, safety, and speed, but also be 
a profitable property financially. 

Some time ago the public service commis- 
sion of Gotham woke up to the fact that- 
perhaps its subway was not all it had been 

* cracked up to be.” It slowly dawned upon 
the New York mind that the tube was faulty 
in a number of ways, and Mr. Arnold was 
employed to make a report to the commission. 
That report was finished yesterday. The 
Chicago engineer was averse to criticising 
harshly the work of other engineers, so the 
introduction of his report was full of praise 
for the manner in which the bore had been 
bailt. Then he got down to resulta 


Points Out a Few Faults. 

He finds that absolute safety has been 
sacrificed to capacity, when greater capacity 
could have been secured by safe methods. 
The capacity of the subway decreases, after 
@ certain point, as the load increases, so that 
during rush houyrs—the time when speed is 
most needed—the trains’ motormen are 
torced to run slowly. 

The comfort of patrons seriously is inter- 
fered with by the exits and entrances both 
of the cars and the stations themselves. With 
the present type of cars passengers are sub- 
jected to danger of personal injury in get- 
ting off and on during certain hours. Then, 
Mr. Arnold comes down to the important 
financial question in these words: 


One of tts fundamental defects, so far as its ca- 
pacity is concerned, is that it fails to carry suffi- 
Sent passengers on a fixed & cent fare, to justify 
the large investment which was found necessary 
te produce this splendid means of transportation. 

Then he goes on to prove it. The cost 
of the subway was $75,000,000, counting both 
eonstruction and equipments. There may 
have been a heavy construction profit, but 
ae the city would not allow arepetition of the 
open work in building another one the cost 
can be regarded as standard, according to 
Mr. Arnold. The subway is capable of car- 
rying 200,000,000 people a year, which means 
an income of $10,000,000. The operating ex- 
penses are $4,500,000, leaving only $5,500,000 
‘er interest, depreciation, taxes, sinking 
fund, and profit. This is only 7.338 per cent 
on the capital invested, while every well 
regulated surface road figures on 20 to 25 per 
cent. How the company is going to make 
any money at these figures Mr. Arnold cannot 
figure out. 

He Suggests Improvements. 

Under these conditions,” he says, “it is 
essential that the maximum carrying capaci- 
ty of the subway be completely developed 
and a study be made to secures larger earn- 
{ng capacity for all future subways.” 

The present bore, he explains, can be im- 
proved. The signal system should be 
changed so as to allow forty trains an hour 
where thirty now run. More cars should be 
put on a train. Cars should have side doors 
ro as to be loaded and unloaded with greater 
facility. A double decked station should be 
putin at Ninety-sixth street, with the cross- 
overs removed, and the same plan followed 
et South Ferry, with shuttle trains for Brook- 
lyn passengers. 

Mr. Arnold points out that in all future 
subways not only should the stations be 
double decked but the subways between, 
and where cross subways come in the sta- 
tions, should be triple decked.

Bankers Have Change of Heart.

In view of this pressure of public opinion, 
which is becoming more evident every hour, 
both Senator Aldrich and Speaker ,Cannon 
have become impressed with the necessity of 
making a final effort to agree on some meas- 
ure which will at least tide the country over 
until next winter. 

No one has expected that the currency com- 
mission woulé accomplish anything.

There ie not the slightest prospect that 
congress at its next short session could get 
together on any basis involving a permanent 
change in the banking laws. The republicans 
practically are pledged now to undertake a 
revision of the tariff. It would be extremely 
dangerous to unsettle both the currency and 
the tariff at the same time. 

It was said tonight that in all probability 
the conferees can get together on the rea- 
sonable compromise suggested by the senate. 
It is a compromise more in name than in fact, 
because to all intents and purposes the sys- 
tem of national houses will almost 
surely lesue practically all of the emergency 
currency. The percentage which could in 
any way be based upon bonds deposited di- 
rect with the United States ¢reasury must be 
extremely small.

The Panama government has notified 
the American government that it has ere- 
ated a commission of sele€toral. inquiry to 
investigate all details relating to the com- 
ing election, including the making out of 
the list of voters.

Hence the desire that 
United States officials should be con- 
vinced that the election would be a fair 
one. 

In order to have an honest election in 
one of these tempestuous American re- 
publics there has to be American super- 
vision of elections. If the unwise policy 
of establishing an independent Cuban gov- 
ernment should be adhered to the first 
elections undoubtedly would-be honestly 
conducted, for they would be under Amer- 


quent elections? There could be no assur- 
ance of their fairness. The election at 
which Palma was chosen the second time 
was not honestly conducted. If another 
Cuban government is set up there should 
be provision for American supervision ot 
all presidential elections, so that there 
may be no cheating and no excuse for 
revolution. 


PROPRIETY IN PUBLIC ART. 
Supt. Jensen of the west parks, in his 


address before the Municipal Art associa- 
tion, drew some distinctions and laid down 
some simple principles which it is to be 
hoped will always govern the judgment 
and the activities of the association. The 
efforts at commemorative and other forms 
of public art in Chicago have not been 
distinguished by a high average of taste. 
There are men in Chicago whose worst 
nightmare js a dream of the late Colum- 
bus of the lake front pursuing them gid- 
dily through an architectural maze con- 
structed on the plan of the facade of the 
Fine Arts building. 

But Columbus was an illustration of the 
ancient dictum that by excess of evil 
evil dies. There are other expressions of 
local patriotism which are worse than 
Columbus because they are better. No 
agonized official opinion assaults them in 
desperation and casts them upon the junk 
heap of oblivion. They are of a deadly 
and immutable mediocrity. The Grant 
monument, for example, is the sort of 
thing that does not quite arouse to vio- 
lence even enlightened official taste, while 
the public ignore it except when country 
cousins are visiting. 3 

Now that we have actually reached the 
point of considering the relation of a 
monument or piece of public statuary to 
its environment we may pride ourselves 
on having planted our feet firmly on a 
genera) principle which is absolutely es- 
sential to the satisfactory working out of 
any plan for the beautification of the city. 
Perhaps of all merits in art we were 
most likely to miss those of propriety, of 
harmony. Our individualism, accented by 
our youth, makes incongruity and a crude 
and violent heterogeneity almost unavoid- 
able.

"Any effort made to reduce the annual. 


fire losses of the country deserves bearty 
commendation and support. The drain 
upon the resources of the nation due to 
this cause is a tremendous one. It is an 
example of American wastefulness which 
stands out in marked contrast with the 
results of European prudence, 

Berlin has a population of about 3,000, 
000. Its average annual loss by fire is 
about $150,000. Chicago has about 
2,000,000 people. Its fire loss yearly now 
runs close to $5,000,000. The fire loss 
per capita for Germany, France, Switzer- 
land, Austria, Denmark, and Italy com- 
bined in a stated period was 88 cents. In 
the United States for the same time the 
per capita loss was more than $2.25. 


It is no wonder that European insur 


ance rates are found to be much lower 
than those in this country. The illustra- 
tions given in comparison are typical of 
many that might be mentioned. Much is 
said in the United States about the enor- 
mous cost of standing armies, The total 
fire loss of this country each year aver- 
ages now about $200,000,000. That is 
$20,000,000 more than the entire German 
army costs: Estimating American losses 
on the basis of European safeguards, it 
has been declared that $175,000,000 of 
che amount is needless waste. 3 

A good many people never stop to think 
of the bearing of a fire loss upon their 
own pocketbooks. They read of a de- 
structive fire. They note the amount of 
the insurance and possibly the companies 


affected. They say Too bad!“ as they. 
individual or 
firm. But they do not realize that the 
conditions making the fire possible are 


think of the unfortunate 


the factors in determining the rate they 
themselves have to pay upon their own 
homes. They seldom think that they are 
the real losers to a certain degree rather 
than the impersonal existence known as 
an insurance company. 

The fire losses at Chelsea or at San 
Francisco are not measured by the 
amount of insurance carried. The aggre- 
gate of investments in buildings in thuse 
places was great. But the -disarrange- 
ment of business, and in cases its com- 
plete paralysis, brought far greater loss 
to the community than that covered by 
insurance or property figures. Hundreds 
of homes and thousands of workers felt 
the effect of the fire. 

lf agitation will bring better building 
laws and courage in enforcing them to the 
letter much may be accomplished. ‘The 
local community has much of the respon- 
sibility to bear. But it is quite likely 
that any actual advances in state or local 
legislation must be preceded by an earn- 
est campaign of education. The people 


must be brought face to face with the | 


appalling facts. The bearing of these 
facts upon the individual must be shown. 
If the enormous waste is ever appreciated

DECREASE THE NUISANCE. 


Tue TRIBUNE reproduced the other day 
the elaborate model which sets out Mr. 


Frederick Law Olmsted’s idea of what 


Grant park should be. He would make 
the front yard ‘of Chicago a beautiful ex- 
panse of meadows, gardens, and play- 
grounds alternating with the stately 
architecture of buildings dedicated to art, 
literature, and science. If Mr. Olmsted’s 
plan were to be carried out a few minutes’ 
walk would carry one from the roar and 
bustle of the business district and its 
hot and crowded streets to cool, green, 
and quiet spaces by the waterside. It 
would no longer be necessary to go to a 
north side or a distant south side park 
to get in touch with the lake, of which 
the downtown Chicago of earlier days 
saw so much but of which in these days 
it sees nothing. Such a park as Mr. Olm- 
sted has outlined would be to Chicago an 
unending delight and inspiration. 

There is but one unpleasant feature in 
the model. That is the right of way of 
the Illinois Central, which bisects the 
park from north to south. A railroad in a 
park is as much out of place as a foundry 
would be. But the road is on the lake 
front and there it will stay. It will not 
leave of its own accord and it cannot be 
ousted. All that can be done is to miti- 
gate as far as possible the evils attach- 
ing to its presence and make it as little of 
a nuisance as possible. 

If Grant park were in shape to be 
thrown open to the public today visitors 
would not see any engines or cars except 
when crossing the viaducts leading from 
Michigan avenue. But anywhere in the 
park they could tell by the smoke that 
60 gracefully curled” that locomotives 
were near. They could also tell by the 
soot and cinders that were falling around 
them. The charm of the park would be 
smirched and marred. Visitors would not 
mind, perhaps, the rattling and clanking 
of trains, though it would not be helpful 
to peaceful meditation on the beauties of 
ngture, but the dense black smoke of an 
endless procession of locomotives. would 
be unbearable. It would be the fly in the 
ointment that would spoil everything. 

Even before Mr. Olmsted’s pieture shall 
have become a beautiful reality the 
right of way should be smokeless. The 
steam locomotives should depart for points 
outside the city limits and electric motors 
be substituted for them. That mich, at 
least, the railroad can end must do to 
make its presence less offensive.

„Charles Matthews, King Edward almost 
knighted the wrong man. But fortunately: 
the mistake was repaired intime. Such mis- 
takes as these are by no means infrequent, 
and there is one notable instance where a 
man got a barony and a seat in the house of 
lords through a misunderstanding in lieu of 
the baronetcy for which he had been slated, 
and another case where an individual through 
a similar error was honored with a knight 
commandership of the Lath instead of re- 
ceiving an ordinary knighthood.

Old John McGrath's death at Lisronagh, 
County Tipperary, ten days ago serves to 
recall the réle he played in the famous Car- 
dén-Arbuthnot abduction case in 1854 The 
hero in the affair was John Carden, an uncle 
of Lionel Carden, British minister to quate- 
mala, who is married to an American girl, a 
daughter of John Lefferts of Flatbush, N. Y. 
John Carden was popularly known as 
„ Woodcock "' Carden, owing to the number 
of times he had been fired at by discontented 
tenants on his Barnane estates in Tipperary, 
and fell in love with a relative, Miss Eleanor 
Arbuthnot, who was staying at the time with 
her sister. Viscountess Gough, at the latter’, 
country seat, Rathronan house, near Clon- 
mel. 
Miss Arbuthnot declined young Carden’s 
offers of marriage. Instead of realizing that 
his attentions were distasteful, he conceived 
the idea she returned his affection, but was 
prevented by her friends from accepting 
his proposals. So he planned an abduction 
when she was returning with her sister, Lady 
Gough, from church. 

The preparations he made were on the most 
elaborate scale. He had arranged relays of 
horses between Templemore and Galway, 
fifty miles away, and in Galway he had a 
veseel with steam up ready to convey him- 
self and his expected captive to the conti- 
nent.

The attempt, however, failed, thanks to the 
resistance of the women and of a peasant, 
John McGrath, who ran to their assistance. 
Carden took to flight, but was overtaken, 
captured, tried at the Tipperary Assizes in 
1854, and sentenced to two years’ imprison- 
ment under the old Irish law enacted in 
1634 for punishing such as carried away 
maidens that be inheritors.” 

Abductors in those days used to put the 
girl before them on the horse instead of be- 
hind that they might claim it was she who 
had taken the lead in the abduction, and that 
they had been carried off by her. John Me- 
Grath, as a reward for thus coming to the 
rescue of Lady Gough and Miss Arbuthnot, 
was granted à position in the inland revenue 
service and retired about ten years ago on a 
pension. 

The Cardens are an old Lincolnshire fam- 
ily, which, since the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, has been settled in Ireland, where it has 
played considerable part in the social and 
political history of the island. It owns two 
baronetcies, the older of the two having been 
created in 1787. | ; 

Its present holder is Sir John Carden, Who 
makes his home at Templemore Abbey, Tip- 
perary, which has been in the possession of 
his family for over 200 years, and who is 
married to a daughter. of the late Gen 
Valentine Baker Pasha. : 

The other baronetcy was bestowed in 1887 
upon the late Sir Robert Carden, who was 
lord mayor of London and a grandson and 
one of the heirs of the original John Walter 
founder of the London Times. ;

Maywood, Winnetka, Wilmette, Glencoe, and 
other villages in Cook county. The taxing 
bodies of these places always go to the full 
limit and often more: I know that in some of 
these villages the tax levy for 1907 (tax 
payable in 1906) is more than 11 per cent, and 
that on a heavy actual value assessment. 
The boards of these taxing bodies as à rule 
are made up of nontaxpayers and hence do 
not care how the citizens’ property may be 
taxed. They know they are not touching 
their own pockets when théy appropriate the 
taxes levied on the property of the village. 


rou may ask why the property owners 


do not elect property owners as om. 
cers of. the taxing bodies. I will tell you: 
They cannot. The great majority of the 
voters are not taxpayers and the tax eating 
“bosses control them to vote as they (the 
“bosses ’’) see fit, and hence the property 
owner cannot help himeelf. Our only protec- 
tion is in a law that prohibits an unfixed max- 
imum levy—and that does not always protect, 
but. it helps.

The Treating Question. 

[Editor of The Tribune.]—As the regula- 
tion of the saloons seems to de the leading 
question at present, I ask to be permitted 
to say a few words on the subject. Being a 
moderate drinker, I do not favor prohibi- 
tion, neither do I favor the saloons as they 
are conducted at present. In the first place, 
there are tod many in our midst. There 
should be only one allowed in each block, and 
that a place where a man could buy only in 
packages and take it to his room. The 
greatest evil of the saloon today is the treat- 
ing custom It ‘causes more drunks and 
more money to be squandered than anything 
else in the business. I know hundreds of 
men who are moderate drinkers and take two 
or three drinks a day and would never get 
drunk if permitted to drink alone. 

The treating custom keeps a crowd of 
bums loafing around the saloons waiting for 
some one to come who will set up the drinks, 
in the meantime using foul language and 
disgracing the vicinity and furnishing cam- 
paign material for the prohibitionists. If 
there was no treating there would be nothing 
to draw them to the saloons, for they seldom 
have the price themselves, and the saloon- 
keeper would not allow them to hang around. 
Then there are workingmen who, when 
pay day comes, meet a crowd of friends 
downtown and go from place to place treat- 
ing the crowd, when they can il! afford it and 
in fact do not want to do it, but must do so 
to be called a good fellow. I have heard men 
speak of their fellow laborers who would 
not set up the drinks as being no good, and 
any one who has been there knows what it 18 
to work with a crowd of men who have that 
opinion of him. If you, through your valua- 
ble paper, would advocate a law making it a 
misdemeanor for a man to buy a drink for 
another you would do more to promote 
sobriety than anything else you could do.

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BULL CORN DEAL NEAR END 


Current Month Shorts Have Few 
Days to Satisfy Patten. 


WHEAT DISPLAYS GOOD TONE 


Reports from Southwest and Better 
Export Call Aid the Bulls. 


Progress of the Patten bull deal in corn is 
being keenly followed by the grain trade in 
general. Next Friday will mark the limit for 
deliveries on current month contracts, Satur- 
day being a holiday, and there is much specu- 
lation as to how the shorts will come out, if 
they have not already squared themselves 
with the big holder. It is expected that the 
week will witness a big run of corn from 
Nebraska and other points west as well as 
from this state, the railroads offering every 
facility for rushing the grain to market: 
It is considered certain, however, that shorts 
in the more remote districts will be unable 
to make deliveries in time, due to the un- 
favorable weather conditions, and that they 
will swallow the Patten pills as pleasantly 
as possible and direct their attention to 
making deliveries in June. 


Patten Called a Winner. 


That Patten and his followers hold the 
whip is not disputed, but whether the deal 
will end in a blaze of glory for them is a 
question. That they have already won hand- 
somely is generally believed, but the talk of 
millions with reference to the winnings is 
scouted by many. The feature of last week’s 
operations in the corn pit was the establish- 
ing of a new high price for the crop year— 
T™c—which also, with two exceptions, is the 
highest price ever attained in the history of 
the local exchange. The rise from 76c to 79c 
within about three minutes was accompanied 

y an unusual burst of excitement. Shorts 
were tripped up badly and they fairly stam- 
peded to reach shelter with at least their 
galtuses left. Thesky high quotation aroused 
unusual activity in the country, handlers em- 
ploying every method to rush their corn to 
market in time to deliver on current month 
contracts. Railroads announced their ability 
to land Nebraska corn in Chicago within 
forty-eight hours after loading. 


Price Upturn Is Checked. 


Late in the week the Patten people held 
prices down, evidently with the purpose of 
discouraging heavy shipments. Notwith- 
standing the attractive prices and the possi- 
bilities of a big squeeze at the end of the 
month, the week’s receipts of corn here were 
not heavy. The holders are merchandising 
their grain as rapidly as possible, but it is 
said that the east will not buy unlese gen- 
erous discounts are allowed. The shipping 
demand during the week was only moderate 
at best. The Patten interests were steady 
buyers of the better grades of white and 
yellow corn at the tables, preventing the 
grain from going to elevator mixers and 
made applicable for delivery on May con- 
tracts. 8 
Weather Is a Big Factor. 

Weather has been a big factor in the market 
making. Heavy rains have retarded ship- 
ping operations and checked planting in im- 
portant parts of the belt. Some sections re- 
port conditions as exceedingly discouraging, 
but the general tenor of planting advices has 
been fairly good. The Argentine shipped 
liberally last week, hut rains also served to 
impede shipments in that country. Final 
pit prices were at advances of 14@1'4c for 
May, ue for July, and %c for September. 


i Nervous Trade in Wheat. 

Last week's operations in the wheat mar- 
ket were marked by considerable nervous- 
ness, but, notwithstanding important ad- 
verse influences, prices managed to hold their 
own. Among the tonicky factors were an 
awakening of the export demand, continued 
light receipts northwest, general strength 
abroad, where much uneasiness is being 
shown over crop conditions in Hungary, 
Roumania, and Bulgaria, and less favorable 
advices from winter wheat territory. Late 
in the week it was announced that harvest- 
ing had begun in parts of southern Okla- 
homa and Texas and that the coming week 
would find harvest genera) in those states. 


Kansas Reports Deterioration. 

Important counties of Kansas sent word 
that marked deterioration had resulted from 
Hessian fly invasion and excessive moisture, 
similar information coming from the low- 
land of the Ohio valley.

SEEK INDEX TO STOCK TREND. 


Traders Do Not Regard Prices as Real 
Sign Post—Further Gold Exports to 
Europe Regarded as Certain.

NEW YORK, May 24.— [Special. I- Over the 
greater part of last week the course of prices 
on the stock exchange provided no index 
te the general financial situation. The move- 
ment of the stock market, which for the first 
time in a number of weeks was marked by 
much uncertainty and ſrregularity. was con- 
trolled solely by the efforts of those in charge 
of the long advance to effect a distribution 
of securities. 

On Friday, hewever, the announcement of 
the government’s sult against the New 
Haven railroad, coming without warning of 
any kind, resulted in immediate unsettlement 
of. sentiment and in severe price losses on 
Saturday, sending Wall street away for the 
Sunday holiday wondering if the work of up- 
building carried on with so much difficulty 
for several months was to be destroyed by a 
fresh outburst of federal activity against 
corporations. 

Among the happenings of the week to 
which more or less attention was paid were 
the several advances in the price of copper 
metal, thig betokening the slow return of de- 
mand; reports of railroad earnings of a per- 
sistently unfavorable character, including 
that of the Baltimore and Ohio for April, with 
its loss of $2,082,000 in gross and $1,834,000 in 
net, and meetings of the heads of steel con- 
cerns over the questien of maintaining prices.

Business Situation Steady.

It is beginning to be admitted that the stock 
market is discounting these prospective 
changes a long time in advance. But that is 
characteristic of the stock market. 


Chicago Securities. 


Trading on the Chicago stock exchange 
was moderately active throughout the week. 
The business was of a substantial character, 
being mostly for investment. There hes not 
been a great deal of speculation in Chicago 
issues since the collapse in the Diamond 
Match boom. Exceptions have been in Chi- 
cago Subway and Swift & Co. shares. The 
latter at one time were boosted to around 
170 and Chicago Subway was advanced to 
around 8. These movements affected, how- 
ever, but a limited number of persons. 

Efforts ofthe banks and brokers to broaden 
the local market were inaugurated actively 
and there is reason to believe that good re- 
sults will follow. As indicated, the local 
market is almost whelly an investment one, 
and securities placed here at moderate prices 
will mean they will be held by investors for 
the income they may yield. 


Bank Statement. 

The New York bank statement on Saturday 
made a good exhibit from the viewpoint of de- 
posits, the increase being $20,702,700. There 
was a loss in cash of $2,946,200, due to the pay- 
ment in part of government deposits inte the 
subtreasury. Also, there were shipments of 
gold abroad. The cash loss would have been 
much greater, but for the continued move- 
ment of currency to New York from the in- 
terior. As yet there is no abatement in such 
shipments, as the statements of the National 
bank showed on the date of the recent call.

With more settled weather conditions the 
latter part of the week, the increased activ- 
ity in the wholesale trade was so pronounced 
that even the most skeptical were forced to 
acknowledge a more hopeful situation, with 
the timidity resultant from the recent finan- 
cial stringency fast disappearing. 

Even the pig iron market, which has been 
in a state of lethargy for so long and the 
weakest factor in the steel industry, made 
rapid strides towards a betterment. Or- 
ders for this commodity placed the last 
week were large, and the market was re- 
ported in better shape than at any time since 
last October. 

Placing of large orders for structural work 
and the reaffirming of prices by leading in- 
terests in the steel trade engendered a feel- 
ing of confidence in the stability of steel 
values which would have been almost im- 
possible to arouse two weeks ago, and al- 
though there were a few consumers still 
hanging out in expectation of reduced val- 
ues, the fact that nearly all of the pending 
contracts of any size have been closed elimi- 
nate chances of reductions being made. 

In the dry goods market a cut made by 
manufacturers in the price of cotton goods, 
putting this commodity on a more legitimate 
basis, resulted in less restricted purchases 
by jobbers, who felt that values were at 
such a low level that further reductions 
were unlikely and served to place the market 
for all staple merchandise on a steadier 

sis. 

Unexpected strength was noted in the mar- 
ket for fall lines of broad silks, and prices 
showed an upward tendency, although ad- 
vances have already been made. Unfavor- 
able crop reports and claims of reduced 
acreage from packers of corn, peas, beans,
